THE ‘SUA DOW AND BLUE COAL b Pat Murray...The Shadow, one of the most 
enduring programs on radio, owed its longevity in part to its Longe i 
sociation with the Delaware, Lackawanna and: Western Coal Company-—makers3 
of Blue Coal, America's finest anthracite, and their advertising agency 
Ruthrauff and Ryan. The Shadow. was first introduced as the announcer 
of Street and Smith's Detective Stories in 1931 but soon became so. pop- 
ular that he took over. the. show the next season. Its first sponsor wasg 
Hatchmaker (whatever that was) but in 1932 was first sponsored by Blue 
Coal, so named because it was dyed blue to distinguish it from other 

anthracites. That concert had been an early radio sponsor, previously 
presenting the Blue Coal Minstrels and then Radio Revue. During the 
ensuing period, the character of the Shadow was altered somewhat shile 
being portrayed by Frank Readick to that of a villain on a wide scale 
committing deeds like bombing New York and gassing Los angeles. Since 
sales did not meet desired increases, however, D, L & W dropped the 
Shadow’ in favor of a comedy-drama series-Little Italy-—in 1933, followed 
by another season with the Dhadow, dropping it again to sponsor Vanish- 
ing Voices, a pseuđo-såiėntific drama of a time machine device...For 
advert&asing pruposes, they had yet to come up with their desired goal- 
a. radio entertainment with an individual character; a show with a tag 
line such as the Lone manger's "Hi-yo Silver" or Joe Penner's "Wanna 
buy a duck?" which would become identified with their product. Inter- 
viewed in 1939, William alone, D, L « W!s advertising mangger, said 
that while discussing their clans for the 1937 radio season with their 
agency, "It suddenly hit us that in the discarded ~hadow, we'd had just 
the thing in his unholy laugh and his whispered ‘The Shadow knows.! " 
The program, which had been serialized by transcription the previous 
year, was then restructured into the format now best remembered with 
The Shadow as the main character-a hero, not a villain. Top writers 
. including Arch Oboler and Ellery Queen were hired to develop scripts. 
Prestige acting wes obtained in the person of Orson Welles in the lead 
-role and other members of his Mercury Thertre group in support., The re- 
sult was that in the first year, it became the most popular daytime 

2 hour on radio~a position it held for many subsequent years. Blue Coal 
in its. turn experienced sales increases between 10 to 25%: at a time 

the anthracite market was in general decline. all this was done on an 
advertising budget of less than $60,000 a year. Outside the clue Coal 
marketing area, the show was made available through “35 of transcriotior 
The latter. were changed to serial format being distributed through 
Charles Michelson, Inc., its present day syndicator...Welles was replaces 
after his War of the “orlds broadcast by Bill Johnstone who played the 
lead until 1943. At that time Bret Morrison assumed the lead role and 
played it until the show left the air in 1954. Blue Coal continued its 
sponsorship until 1949 when the anthracite market collapsed, although 
ratings were still hgh. The program continued under the aegis of Grove 
Labs, Wildroot, and others but radio itself was now in general decline. 
Tie final Shadow adventure, "Murder by the Sea," was broadcast December 
>e, 1954 and replaced the follwwing week by Hin Tin Tin, another old 
favorite temporarily revived by Ty. Television, However, could not come 
toa she Shadow's aid-for he hed existed best for 23 years in tne mind

TURES TIPS by ed. 8 AN 7 


This month I shall attempt to give you tips on how to tape from 
your radio or tuner. 

As many of you know, there are some worthwhile programs being 
braodcast on both Ali and especially FM stations. 

To begin with, never buy never use a microphone for pick-up; 
patch cords are a must and make sure that they are in good condition 
(this is just good common sense and should apply to all of your taping. 

If you are taping something from a radio that has no output jack, 
you can always, through the use of alligator clips, connect the input 
of your tape unit to the speaker leads of the radio, When doing this 
you must be careful when recording, as a change in the play-back level 
of the radio will change the level of the recorded sound on the tape. 
Set the volume on the radio at a comfortable listening level and make 
all further adjustments in level at the tepe deck, 

If your‘tape deck has more than one input for each channel, try 
experimenting between them, You may find that you will get better 
quality sound from one input as against another input. 

In taping from Ail there is not much to be said. When taping from 
Fii, however, there is much to be considered concerning both the tuner 
and the antenna or antenna system, 

Regarding the tuner, many people only look at the sensitivity fig- 
ure which is a value that is expressed in micro-volts. The lower the 
number of micro-volts, the more sensitive the tuner. Unfortunately, 
most people overlook something called selectivity. Selectivity is 
the ability to receive stations that are right next to each other on 
the dial. This is expressed in so many db. ‘The higher the number of 
db, the better, A typical figure is 40 to 60 db, but selectivity as 
high as 100 db is obtainable. 

Unfortunately, although many tuner manufacturers print their sen- 
sitivity figures (2.0 to 3.0 is typical and 1,0 is obtainable) most 
manufacturers omit the selectivity figure. This, frankly, is because 
the selectivity of many tuners leaves much to be desired. to give you. 
an example of what I am referring to , in my home I can receive a weak 
signal on a station at 101.1 and there isa very high powered local 
station at 101.3 with other weak stations at 101.5 and 101.9. With 
many tuners, only the station at 101.3 can be heard. With one of ny 
tuners, although I can receive the station at 101.9, I still cannot 
get the other two (2). With my very best tuner, however, I am able to 
listen to and can enjoy all of the stations both in mono and stereo. 
hs you can no doubt see from this example, the selectivity figure of 
a tuner is extremely important, although it is frequently omitteds and 
when it is omitted, you can safely assume that it is poor (low). 

hen taping off the air, incidently, always make sure that the tuner 
is switched to mono unless the program content you are recording is in 
stereo. You may help to eliminate some interference this way. 

There are many good tuners that one can choose from; but perhaps 
the best buy for the money is the AR TUNER which sells for 9210. I 
can get it for you for $175 should you desire one and have trouble 
obtaining it. ;
